ſpace,(ſuch was his catiage, valour, and courage) 
that he was pꝛomoted to be a commaunder, oꝛ Co 
poꝛall, aſtex a Sergeant, then Ancient, after that 
Liuetenaunt, and laſt of all Captain, and ſerued with 
his company st tw hundzed ant fifty men, all Ar- 
chers; with ſuch goed apdhappyſucceſſe,zs that he 
was enermozs pzeferred to the beſt and moſt dange- 
rous oppoſitions of the enemy. The black P zince 
his generall, hauing a waſchfull eie of his behaui- 
our, and his valour, louing him, and eſteeming him 
moss then ordinary oftentimes called him tacoun- 
telb in weight y affaires, and found him to bre of an 
excellent. ſharp, and deep iad ement; and often pze⸗ 
ferred his adujſe before others, who wereeſteemed 
| FI muth 
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much moze wozthy, and were become famous fo2 
their councell : neither was his eſtimatien only fo2 
tountell, but foz execution, he ſurpaſſed in ſpecde 4 
fozwardneſte his fellow Captaines. The particu- 
lars of his ſernices are not recozded, but lis vn⸗ 
knowne, and coneredin the names of chief Com⸗ 
maunders and Gencralls. Let this ſufice, that fo: 
his valiant exploits and hardinefle hee was dignified 
with: the honour of Knighthood. Albeit hee was 
thought the pooꝛeſt Knight in the Army. Be was 
inpoſſibility of great pzeferment,* and of great ri⸗ 
ches, if thole wars of France had continued : but the 
French onerwearied, e dzinen to narrow ſtraights, 
were right glad to conclude a peate, which was ton⸗ 
claded and ma ds in Brittaine, at oz neer. Chartires, in 
thes peer of our Lozd 1360. 

The black Prince with the chiefeſt of his Souldi- 
ers, were after imploped in the warres ok Spaine, 
manp returned foz England, and others could not 
by any mcanes be dzawne (rom out of France: and 
from (uch places and pꝛeferments, as with their 
ſwozds they had purchaſed. But John Hawke- * 
wood iopning himſelfe and his company with 
ſuch ag were called the new men, oz latecommers, 
determined, to ſak better foztunes, and raiſe his 
eſtate with the ſpoile of his enemies, and ſo with a 
ſetled rcfolution ts paſſe th2ongh the Caſt parts of 
France bnto Italy, to follew the warres there. Mes 
take his ioznep in deſpight of any pommes that 
could be made to raliſt him, though Champoigne, 
Burgundy, and Daulphine, and tame into prnuneg, 
enen to ihe very gates of Auignion, where the Pepe - 
kepes his Court, e reſidencs of Cardinalls: Great 
and exceeding rich were the ſpoiles which hee and 
his Followers gat in this iozney : but much moze 
was the honour, fame, and — de * 
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zenencyattempted, but he conquered: NY? 
nenee ojermilhed,oz ought battale, but evermoze 
her bare away the vicozp. Vee was the iole m_ 
nerall Commander ofall which followed 2 my 
of their apparrell, which her newly made [oz 758 , 
were callsd the white band, which conſiũted 9 * t 
the pland hozſe, and one thouſand and fine hun daed 
fote,wtercol the moſt part were Engliſhe,and ar, 
chers. | | 
Thus entredh into Lumberdy, and was enker⸗ 
tained by the Parques of Mountferratto, a great 
Pzinte, ho made unte him large payment , any 
ropall pap, to the full content of himlelfe, his Cap- 
taines, and Bouldiers: beſides, rich ſpoiles, which 
thep obtained and gat ofthe Parxquies enemies. In 
theſe wars heſpent ſome time, to the great houour 
and fanie of our Engliſh arion. | 
At this time Lionell tie Duke of Clarence, thirh 
fonne tokingFdwaxd,arriuev in Italy, with an hoo 
nouroble company, to marry the Lady Violetta, 
daughter (0 Miconnt Salenſius, Duke of Millan, 
wohieh gaus vnto Sir John Hawkewood octa lion ta 
takeleaus ot the Parques, and become a follow ex 
al the Duke of Clarence ts the marriage: where, 
mor# like a Cooctier, then a Souldier ( trained vp 
as hs was) he behatiedhimfelfewith ſuch commen.. 
dableandheroyitke carriage, as that he deſeruey 
to bee beloved both of the Dake, and ot his Father- 
in lawe Galeaſius t hut moſt ofall;Barnabe, bzothey 
of Galealivs,a warlike P ʒiuce, admired his dertues, 
and knotbingiofhis valoz audrefolution, neuer re- 
nt to intreate the Duke of Clarence, till he has ab⸗ 
tained licence of him that wir Iohn Hawkewood 
might with his companies ſerue him in his warreg 
againft the ſtate of Mantua, which warres hee man, 
naged in behalte of Barnaby, in ſuch ſozt, as that he 
in

in fundzy ſights, and skirmiſhes ouerthzebo his ene⸗ 
mies, making himſelfe , and the Engliſh men ſo ka⸗ 
mous and renowned, that all Italy feared them, and 
accounted Barnaby happy in his entertainement, 
who on the other fide, admired the diſcipline, and 
valiant demeancur ofour-Nation; and ſs entirely 
loued and honoured this Giouanno Acutho, foz ſo 
the Italians called him, that hee gan? vnto him in 
marriagehis daughter Dominia, which her had by a 
Lady of high birth and nobilitp, named, Pbrra, and 
withher 10000 Flozences of yeerely reuen ue. Thus 
was his glozp, honour, and name mozcſpzead, and 
admired, his riches increaſed, and the moze foz that 
Buraaby was eſteemed and accounted the moſt vas 
liant and ths wozthyeſt Souldicrofhis time. 

But to the. great wonder of all men, when the 
Mukke of Clarence died ut Alba, the Engliſh men res 
uoited fcom the friendſhip of Galeſius, and Barnaby, 
and ir Iohn Hawkewood with his Army, iopned 
with their enemies. By meanes ef ſuch alteration 
und chance of aff;gions (grou1ded vpon what oc- 
cations 4 doe not reaos ) J finde that many townes 
aud Citties of Lumbardy, were ſpoiled and waſted 
by higpow2e : all Italy teared him, and well was 
that P2ince which might giue him entertamement. 
But being net out of pay, his oꝛder was to take one 
Cutty oꝛ other, and with the ſpoile thereot pap his 
Sduldiers, and men of warre. But if they would 
ſaue themſoluos from ſpoilc and ruiae he ranſomed 
them, and would lomtimes ſell them to ſuch as were 
enemies to the owners of them. At theſe times her 
take the Townes of Faenſa, and Bagnacauallo: the! 
one hee ſsuld to the Parques of Eaſt, fo2 two hun- 
dzedthouſandCrownes. That of Bagnacauallo, he 
kept and held as his owne a long time; yet at laſt, 
Aftrogian Manfredy gat it from him by treaſon, Be- 
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ing weary of being out of pay t wages, hee was ſent 
vnto Pope Gregory the twelueth, whole Citties in 
Prouince xtuolted from him, whereupon hee enters 
tained Sir Iohn Hawkewood , aud made him his 
Gencrall: Foꝛ whom he recouered all theſc Citties 
t tewnes, which refuſed his obedience. Fo2 which 
ſeruice hee was belides his ozdinarp pap, well re⸗ 
warded,and by the Popes appointment, made Go⸗ 
uernour cf fine great townes. In theſe warres A 
reade that he by miſchance was once taken pziſo- 


ner, but by the great valorr and woꝛthines of his 


Captames and Souldiers, r:2couered from out the 
handes ol his enemies, with whom hewas moſt ho- 
nourably vſed aud intreated. Pauing ended the 
war res foꝛ the B. of Rome, and vttetlp refuſing to 
be idle and out ofpap,he was ſolicited by many free 
Citties, and ſtates of Italy toſcrue. Among whom 
the Citty « State of Florence pꝛoſfered him moſt, 
and them he ſerued, with great commendation and 
honour. From them hee went to the Pyſans, with 
whom when he hadſerueda ſpace, hee was againe 
ſolicited by the Florentines, Who increafinghis par, 
and allowing better meanes to his Souldiers, and 
follswers,obtaincd his god willagaine: with whom 
hee ſerued a long time after, with ſuchlucceſſe, and 
increaſs of his commendation, e glozious renowne, 
that hee was held and eff&emed to bee the onelp, ab- 
ſolute, and the beſt Bouldier that then liued: Foz 
__ an erceding ſharp.ripe,and quick conceipt, 
ee had learned by long experience in the warres. 
hee had learned to fozce sccaſions, and politignely 
to frame his reſolutions. Me was alſo ſpeedy in ex- 
etut ion. ana whenſoener oceaſion required, he was 
as hot in fight, as notable in delaies. s that ſun- 
day great Captaines who after were moft highly re- 
nouned , pzoceded from his ſchole , as from — 
exac 
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exact Paſter of martiall diſcipline» The exo 

ploits which he atchieued with good ſuccefle , were 

accounted as ſure grounds and pzinciples of war⸗ 
like diſcipline, as well amongſt his enemies, as a- 

mongſthis owne followers. Thus waxed he old in 
the warres , and after an incomparable renowne a- 
mongf all men foz his vertues and true valour, hee 
departed this moztall life at Florence, and like a ſouls 
dier was moſthonourably buried in their Cathedzall 
Church: and in regard that he had in his life been 
anotable defender of thetr Common-wealth. The 
Senate and Citizens in reward thereof, crected a 
ſtately Tombe and Ponument, with the image of a 
man on hoꝛſebacke, as great as a mighty pillar, foz a 
Monument and teffimony of his paowes in warre, 
and his fidelity to them and their (tate. | 

A great part ot his riches and wealth was conuer- 
ted into England, Where allo his executozs, oz others 
wiſchis friends at Hinningham Syble where he was 
bozne,ereced foz him a tombe o2 Monument, arched 
ouer, and engraued the likenes of Hawkes in a wood 
lying. This was done in the Pariſh Church by Ro. 
bert Rokeden Senioꝛ, and Robert Rokeden Junioz, 
t Iohn Cooec : and ta the memozy of ſo wozthy a man 
they builded and founded a Chauntrp, which with 
the reft is diſſolned. 

Wes was by ſome called Gyouanno Agutho , by 
ſome Acutho : foz that the Italians could not well 
pꝛonounce his name in Englich. J haue read him 
called in Engliſh Sir Iohn Sharpe, Sir Iohn Acton: 
and Sir Iohn Hawkewood , which was iaded his

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The Preface or Fntroduttion. 


T hath euer beene he Id a moſt 
a, |-commendable.thing to recount 
4 Ad che Acts of auncient Nobility : 
ner them from the denouring 
iawes of all-catingtime , which 
commonly doth ſwallow the beſt actions and ad- 
ventures of elder ages, and retaines onely the me- 
mory of ſuch exploits and aduentures as the later 
age; namely what their Grandfathers haue by 
hand deliuered, and by tradition left to poſe- 
rity. The auncient Brittaines or the IVelſbmen,had 
their Barths or Bardi; as alſo their Druydes, the 
laſt attentiue on their religion and ſacrifices : the 
firſt, wholly buſicd and reſpectiue about the re- 
cording and repeating , or rather ſinging the ad- 
ventures of their Aunceftors , delincring from 
one to another, as it were an exact Chronicle, of 
the moſt notable aduentures of their Nobilitie; 
and haue not onely amongſt them, but the like a- 
mongſt the Galles and Cimbrians (ſrom whom 
the beſt learned ſuppoſe the Brittainet doe pro- 
C _ 


$'\ but much more laudable to reco- 
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cecd) beene had in reuerend e ſtimation and cre- 
dit: but as concerning the enſuing hiſtorie,wkich 
I purpoſe ro write; we need no tradition to helpe 
vs, lince there yeeremaines large and ample re- 
cords : both Chronicles and hiſtories printed, 
and written manutcripts which beare teſtimo- 
nie of that which is hereafter deliuered: Records 
in the Tone, and ſeuerall Stories and Regiſters 
belonging to ſuch houſes as were by them buil- 
dcd; or luch as they haue new founded: And 
theſe remaine in the hands ang priuat cuſtody of 
articular men: but hat I Hall here deliuer, I 
have found both in old wrietcn hiſtories, in com- 
mon Chronicles, as alſo out of Reeords remai- 
ning, as I ſaid in the Towre of Zowdon: : being 
the aduentures of Robert Fitz walter, who lined in

Amongl theſe pziſonozs the Earle of Dene, being 
(as I ſaid) the moſt remarkeablc and ofchicfetnote 
albeit he was challenged by ſand2y men -, whereof 
ſome were ok the Nobility : pet this inft and wiſe 
Pꝛince, who neuer tſed to (nffer vertue and valour 
bnrewarded „ noz would not foz either fauour oz 
feare doe a meane and pʒiuate ſouldier any wrong, 
adindged the ſaid Earle to be the lawfull pziſoner of 
two valiant Eſquires, Douldiers,and men of wozth 
and reputation, named Robert Hall and Iohn Shaker- 
ley , and thereof ther obtained his Charter againſt 
all others that p;etendedclaime oz intereſt in him. 
The Carle not willing to go with them into Eng- 
land, made requeſt ts be ranſomed, which was graũ⸗ 
ted vuto him, and the ſum agræd vpon, which he al⸗ 
firmed hee was not able pzeſently fo pay: oz that 
thoſs warres had ſo impoueriſhed both himſelf, and 
bis countrep, and people that all their mony e gods 
were waſted and conſumed : notwithſtanding her 
would giue vntothem his eldeft ſormtcandhetreasa 
pledge, and hoſtage of theperfozmance of ſuch pai- 
ment as he pꝛomiſed, and they were conter ted to 
accept of. Ss remained he ſtill in Spaine, and the 


youth who(as Aran gather) was not then aboue 8.03 


nine peerss of age tame withtheietwo Eſquires into 

England, and in ſhoꝛt ſpacehe lea rned the tea dy pꝛo⸗ 

nouncing of the Engliſh tongue 02 language; and 

likewiſe pꝛoſ pere d in all vertue and godquallicies,, 

that he was ſe well beloued of his ſaid Gaurdians oz 

maſters, as if he had — owne thild: Per —

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the other part behaued himſelfc honeſtly , louinglp, 
and moſt kindiy towards them, wt'h ſuch faith and 
fivelity in their manifold trobles, which koz his cauſe 
they ſuſtaincd as was moſt admirable, an dhereafter 
wall be declared. Mis vnkind Father neitherrcgar- 
d ug his pꝛomis, his oath, noꝛ his bonds; noz hauing 
any. care oz kather⸗like affection to his ingaged 
ſonne. neuer ſent the ranſome, no2 anp part thereof, 
but moſt vnn turallp left him in their hands, at the 
will ol his two maſters, where J will leaue him, and 
returne to Ring Edward, 

The 2 the comfozt of his Father, and 
top of England, ſhoztlp after this, departed this life, 
The good Ring his Father nat able to ſuſtaint the 
barthen of ſo great (ozrew, liued not longafter, 
but left the ſon cfÞzince Edward his Pephewto ſuc⸗ 
tet d him in his Gingdomes and Crownes; by the 
namcofRing Richard the ſecond. In which ſpace, 
Ning Peter of Spaine was alſo flaine by his b2other, 
and the battard Henry again, repoſfeſſed the Crown,

© Tohn af Gauar Duke ef Lancaſter,Carle of Dar- 
by, it. after the death of Ring Peter, called himſelfc 
(mn right of Beatrix his wife) Ringo Caſtile, Leon, (

p9zt an Army at his one moper charge into Spa in 
fo2 the retouety ol his Bingdame; And fo? that pur - 
poſe made great and long pacuiſfon. And knowing 
well that !he Earie of Deane was in the handset 
Hall, and Shake: ley, ſolicites them to haushim: but 
they vfterly refuſed to part with him, without rea⸗ 
dy payment of the money fo2 his ranſome: whereu- 
pon he bcſought the King to deale with them on his 
behalf. The kingpꝛetending 5 his purpoſe was to 
make a marriage betweene the ſaid Carle: andhis 
filter, a gallant & aby, and rich widow, latewife to

Peter Cortney: But this deuiſe, noʒ nothing mew 
uailed to brain the Dukes . putpoſe: ſo that the} 
were both cõmitted to the Tower of London; from 
whence (J knew not by what meanes) they eſcaped: 
and alter foz their further ſafety, they betooke them⸗ 
temes to the Sanctuatp at Weſtminſter, enrolled 


themleluos and their gods inthe pꝛotection and pꝛi⸗ 


uiledge cfthat plate: which was at that time ſo 
ftrong and is reuerend, as it was not thought that a- 
ny man hob truell, oz tirannous ſo euer durſt once 


infringe, violate,v} bzeake it. | 


The Duke haning aid ſo long in making p20» - 


viſton foꝛ his toꝛney, that diners of his chiefelt, Fob 
lowers grew weary of their charges and expentes, 


and knowing that the matter ef this Carle bꝛed his 


-diſcontent,and was a ſpeciall let and hinderayce to 
his further pzoceedings, determined to ſet aſide all 
retigion and conſciente, and make hꝛeach of the ſanc- 
tuarp, hs w holy ſoeuer, and take from them their 
pꝛiſoner, oz bzing them back to the Tower: where⸗ 
upon fifty oꝛ firty choſen men were armed, and ſe⸗ 
£rﬆly placed to bzeak into the Abbaꝝ at ſcrnice time 
amnolk᷑ no perſwaſions could pzevaite, then with vis. 
lente to ſet vpon them. The chiefeit of theſe were 
Raph de Ferres, ths L02d Latimer, Alan Buxhull, and 
others, who at that time af Paſſe gat into the 


Church, and dy craft zem Sbakerley fwzth ofthe li- 
bertyes of the Sanctuarp, by a poſterne, oz mall 


doe, lea ding to the Oueens byidge through the old 
Pallace.. But as fo; Hall when they ſaw they could 
not intreatnoz perſwade him, ihey began to bend 
their weapons toward him : wut hee hading a ſhozt 
ſwoꝛd det it, aus valtantly defended their a ſſaulto, 
tour ſing about the Abbey, pet found no reſcue, 03 
helpe, but atompanpot Ponkes and Pzieſts, naked 
as it were, .md. — who eryed to God foz

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te ol this hozrible ſacriliedge. Jhane ben 
bed a great nofch which remains in a marble pil- 
ler: OR to bee made with a blow which one of 
them itrook at him, and yet miſt him, Aiſo the ſtones 
Where he was fi ſt deadly wounded, retaine pet {as 
is ſaid) his blod,whether it beſo oʒ bi the naturall 


colour of the ſkang.let Philoſophers diſpute, hes lee 


linghimlelfe co wovnded,ran vp to the high Altar, 
where the two Pzieſts ſtood amazed at this death- 
full accident. One of the Lap bzetheren aſernant 
ofthe houſe,oppoſing himſelfe fo2 reſcue was flaine, 
as 5 he murderers mads away 
und fled. 
This being perfszmed, and they not hing the nie⸗ 
rer fz their purpoſe of the Earle of Deane, it follow⸗ 
ed that the Church was ſuſpended, the dininsſerut- 
ces ckaled: the Auiriders, Choziſts, bells, and D- 
| — became mute: the Church dores were dammed 
and mured vp with thoznes and buſhes,atieaft ſixty 
loade (as I haue read) And the Anthozs and doers 
thereot curſed with Pell, Bock, and Candle: foz 
they were all well kno lune, this was not onely don 
in London but in euery Cathedʒall Church and pa- 
riſh Church thzoughout all England and Ulales. 
Chis ſenere cenſure ofthe Church, this curſe oʒ ban 
"ape if-lchough be gba est bras excuſed it, as 
cape d haue ercuſed it, as 
neither knolung olit, nos conſenting ta it: but bee 
p3cuapled not, and wasal(s puniſhed by this hea- 
uy curſe. This continued 103 the ſpate ot tertaine 
werkes, in which tive the Ring ſs: wzonght with the 
Dok, thathee fell tocompeſition with Shakerley: 
who for the ſome of ane hundred markes ofpzeſent 
money, and a hundzed markez by the vtere, was 
Lontenfed to part with his pꝛiſoner. Alſo that the

end find five pꝛieſts fozeuer to ſlug (oz MW ſoule 
Robert Hall. The money being patd, amllecurity 
put in foz perfozmance of the reft, the C th 
Bells and Church oznaments, were neW hallow 
the ſernices.againe retoʒed: But thar Which 1 
moſt to be admirev, was, that when the ponsx 
Carle was demaunded, he deliuered his Page, 
they all knew in all his troubles had moſt faithfu 


lerued him and his companion. All ſozts of people 
won ding at the gꝛeat fidelity of this fraunger, who 


albeit hee well knew that hee was ſonght foz his p:e- 


ke rment, that his Father was dead: yet deteſting 


the vukindneCe or his father and frignds, choſe ra- 
ther to be pertaker ofhis maſters troubles, than to 


falſiſie the faith, oath, and pꝛomis which he had nde 


vnto them. A moſt rare and memozable example. 
Hall lpeth buried in the Abbey at Weftmintter,. 
not far from Chaufers Tombe, vnder a faire monu⸗ 


ment of a flat Parble ſtone, with his image of bꝛaſſe 
in his armour : and about the ſame certaine ver⸗ 


ſes in Lattin,which(though much defaced with treas 
ding, and neere wozne out, may te found in a booke 


called the Ren.alnes of a greater Worke. ſet foozth by 


Pr. Camden, al. Clareceaulx Bing at Armes. 
The Duke of Lancaſter with a great Powz2e 
went into Spaine, where after ſun dꝛy victoꝛies, and 


variable foztunes, a great ſickneſſe attached his peo- 
ple: by meanes whereok his ſuctelle was not an we- 
rable to his expectation,noz the height ot his minde, - 
whereby he yeelded to a compoſſtion with Henry he 


King, and receined of him eight Charriats, Iden 
with Gold and Siluer: and 2 peerelp tri 
thouſand Parkrs: with theſe conditions he depar- 
ted out of Spaine, and returned into England: 
dyed, and lyeth buryed in Paules, with his wike and 
Daughter of King Peter, whoſe ſtile and titles ot 
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
